Yanks Battle 
Against Red 
Bridgehead 


Enemy Builds Up For 
New Assault Bebind 
Big Smoke Screen 


TOKYO, May 12 (AP)—Amer- 


ican troops battled in vain for six 
hours today to break up a Red 
bridgehead buldging out of a 
smoke-screened enemy build-up 
area in central Korea. 


The bridgehead, three miles 


wide, is south of the Choyang 
River, east of Chunchon. 


An estimated two Red bat- 


talions firing mortari and auto- 
matic weapons, held the bridge- 
head against a stout attack by 
U.S. infantrymen with heavy air 
and artillery support. 


The Americans broke contact 


in mid-afternoon. 


Aggressive Allied patrols traded 


shots with dug-in Reds elsewhere 
along the central and western 
fronts. 


Chinese 
Communist covered 


their behind-the-front activities 
with a pall of smoke from fired 
timber and smudge poti. 


United Nations officers said 


there are indications that the 
Reds are building for • second 
spring offensive, expected within 
the next two weeks. 


The location* of the Red-built 


fires hint that the next enemy 
blows will come from points 20 
miles northwest and 49 miles 
northeast of Seoul. 


One wall of spreading smoke S5 


miles long partly hid Communist 
troop movements in the moun- 
tainous country north of Chun- 
chon. That town is 45 miles north- 
east of Seoul and eight miles 
south of the 38th Parallel. The 
smoke screen extends from Kam- 
hwa to Inje, north of the parallel. 


It was below this build-up area 


that the Reds forged their Choy- 
ang River bridgehead.

The reductions, ordered lasl 


night by the Office of Price Stab- 
ilization, will show up in the 
dollars-and-cents ceiling prices 
on all beef which become effec- 
tive Monday morning. Retailers 
must have their prices posted by 
June 4. 


Although the new order was 


issued on the same day that the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported a 3 per cent drop in live- 
tock prices during the week end- 
ed May 8, it had no apparent 
connection with this develop- 
ment. 


Nor was there a connection 


with the projected general roll- 
back which is scheduled to reduce 
all beef prices by about 10 cents 
a pound bynext Oct. 1. The new 
order simply amends ceiling reg- 
ulations to allow for "inequities" 
and to provide other adjustments 
in an order issued April 29.

The Errors In Our Handling Of China 


The Young And The Brave 


The eyes of High School students are so. so 


bright at the time they graduate. No one would 
have It otherwise—this youthful discontent is 
perfectly suited to a nation of unlimited oppor- 
tunity like America. 


But the expressions which the discontent take 


are sometimes interesting. At the Lions Club 
yesterday, a couple of students stood up and 
said they wouldn't care to risk their futures in 
a community as "dead", industrially and physi- 
cally, as East Liverpool, 


That is the privilege of youth—to circulate, 


to follow the sunshine of eternal promise. But 
those who have hit the trail, and have lived 
here,'there and elsewhere, gradually develop a 
new sense of values. 


Pleasant associations turn out to be far more 


Important than money. Contentment in a Job- 
not just satisfaction, but genuine relish in the 
thing you're doing—Is a thousand times as Im- 
portant as where you do It 


In the matter of towns, they, too, come down 


to a basis of people, not buildings. Some people 
are willing to work like the dickens in behalf 
of their town. It's actually fun to see a town's 
complexion change under the impact of a per- 
sonality, or a group of broad-visioned Indivi- 
duals. Probably the greatest thrill in the life of 
the fabulous Lew Reese was his transformation 
of Scio from a community of the hopeless to a 
town whose civic energy took away the breath 
of a lot of people after the disastrous fire which 
destroyed Reese's pottery. 


Young people pass up the dull and the drab, 


looking for the bright places where the hard 
work already has, been done. They may live 
there, but the chances of their leaving their 
mark there are a great deal shorter. They are 
riding on someone else's wave, Instead of caus- 
ing their own If* safer that way—but not near- 
ly so interesting, 


Statesmanship By Hindsight 


Distressing as the rehash of decisions which 


cannot be called back has been to both General 
MacArthur and General Marshall, they must 
wish it had been done a long time ago. 


Both men are aware—and painfully so, ac- 


cording to their answers—that some of the 
senators firing questions at them are political 
partisans. The two generals have tried to 
avoid giving answers to many questions framed 
solely for partisan purposes. 


But had some of these questions been asked 


years ago, while the events concerned still 
were In the making, the questions would not 
have to be asked now, when the books have 
been closed. 
Suppose General Marshall, for 


example, had made an issue of the arrange- 
ments completed at Yalta—provided he knew 
about them. He might have been relieved of 
his command, as General MacArthur was re- 
moved from his command for publicly dis- 
agreeing with his commander-in-chief 
But 


the American people would have been in his 
debt for distinguished service. 


Partisanship in foreign policy was suspended 


during World War II and the postwar inter- 
lude. 
Even today it is not fully restored; 


there are still some members of Congress who 
shrink from the give-and-take of political de- 
bate on foreign-policy issues. 


Open debate has one effect which Americans 


now are in a condition to appreciate. They 
do not have to wait until years later to dis- 
cover what was done in the name of their sov- 
ereignty and to learn what was wrong with 
tt from the viewpoint of a loyal opposition 


Nol Too Holy 


The British have cut off rubber exports to 


Red China, which will cause Americans to ask 
why they didn't do it long ago. That is a fair 
question, though "trading with the enemy" is 
not a practice peculiar to the British. 


Their world-wide trade makes it almost im- 


possible for them to be above reproach -vfrhen 
wars break out. They readily admit their per- 
fidy in this respect. 
Their economic system 


is built on trade. 


But they don't want their American allies 


to draw too sharp a line between morality and 
commerce lest they, too. may be forced to 
admit a fault. 
The United States also is a 


•world trader. 
Its products are reaching the 


Soviet Union in many ways. Its experts have 
gone to Russia by the thousands to teach Rus- 
sians how to step up the industrial produc- 
tion \vhich has made the Kremlin's dream of 
uorld conquest a sinister threat 


Americans were falling over one another 


to sell oil and scrap metal to the Japanese em- 
pire when It was preparing to go to war 
against the United States. 
The British, some- 


times referred to contemptuously as a "nation 
of shopkeepers", are not the only ones to have 
trouble separating honest profits from honest 
convictions. 


General Douglas MacArthur's 


testimony on China bears out 
completely what has been said m 
this column regularly since 1943, 
namely, that the errors in our 
handling of China have been a 
renunciation of our traditional 
policy. 


General MacArthur said: "It is 


my personal opinion that the 
greatest 
political 
mistake 
w« 


made in a hundred years in the 
Pacific was in allowing the Com- 
munists to grow in power in 
China. . 


"I think, at one stroke, we un- 


did 
everything, 
starting from 


John Hay through William How-1 
ard Taft, Leonard Wood, Wood- 
row Wilson, Henry Stimson, and 
all those great architects of our 
Pacific policy. 


"I believe it was fundamental, 


and I believe we will pay for it, 
lor a century " 
! 


I think that we can go further 


than that. We have had a con- , 
tinuous policy of upholding the j 
territorial and administrative in- 
tegrity of China. This policy saved 
China from becoming a colony. It 
limited British, Russian and Jap- 
anese aggression in China up to 
1931. Then it failed to be effec- 
tive. 


The most important document 


in connection with this policy is 
a circular letter sent to the pow- 
ers by John Hay, secretary of 
state, in 1899 This generally is 
referred to as "the open door 
policy" and has had the weight 
in Asia of the Monroe Doctrine 
for the Americas. 


THE ESSENCE of this docu- 


ment is in these paragraphs: 


"The president (of the United 


States) . . . understands it to be 
the settled policy and purpose of 
Great Britain not to use any 
privileges which may be granted 
to it in China as a means of ex- 
cluding any commercial rivals 
and that freedom of trade for it 
in that empire means freedom 
of trade for all the world alike. 
Hpr (Britannic) majesty's gov- 
ernment, 
while 
conceding 
by 


formal agreements with Germany 
and 
Russia the 
possession 
of 


'spheres of influence or interest" 
In China, in which they are to 
enjoy special rights and priv- 
ileges, particularly in respect to 
railroads and mining enterprises, 
has at the same time sought to 
maintain what is commonly called 
the 'open door' policy. . . . 


"While the government of the 


United States will in no way com- 
mit itself to any recognition of 
the exclusive rights of any pow- 
er within or control over any 
portion of the Chinese empire 


. . . it cannot conceal its appre- 
hensions that there is danger of 
complications arising between the 
treaty powers which may imperil 
the rights insured to the United 
States by its treaties with China " 


Further, Mr. Hay wrote: 
"It is the sincere desire of my 


government that the interests of 
its citizens may not be prejudiced 
through exclusive treatment by 
any of the controlling powers 
within their respective 'spheres of 
interest' in China and it hopes to 
retain there an open market for 
all the world's commerce, remove 
dangerous sources of interna- 
tional irritation and thereby hast- 
en united action of the powers at 
Peking to promote administra- 
tive reforms so greatly needed for 
strengthening the imperial gov- 
ernment and maintaining the in- 
tegrity of China, in which it be- 
lieves the whole western world 
is alike concerned. 


THE OPEN door policy was 


aimed at Russia, which was then 
engaged in the conquest of Man- 
churia. This Issue came to a head 
during the Boxer Rebellion and 
Mr. Hay on July 3, 1900, sent an 
other note which read: 


"We adhere to the policy In- 


itiated by us In 1857, of peace 
with the Chinese nation, of furth- 
erance of lawful commerce and 
of protection of lives and proper- 
ty of our citizens by all means 
guaranteed under extraterritorial 
treaty rights and by the law of 
nations . 
. The policy of the 


government of the United States 
is to bring about permanent safe- 
ly and peace to China, preserve 
Chinese territorial and adminis- 
trative entity, protect all rights 
guaranteed to friendly powers by 
treaty and International law and 
safeguard for the world the prin- 
ciple of equal and impartial trade 
with all parts of the Chinese em- 
pire." 


It is not possible here to go (nto 


all the details of the attempts of 
Russia to steal Manchuria—all o" 
which were thwarted 
by thi 


United States. 


Mention need only be made of 


the Washington Conference (1921) 
presided over by Charles Evans 
Hughes, then secretary of state, 
at which China's integrity was 
guaranteed by the then nine prin- 
cipal powers—the United States, 
Belgium, Great Britain, China, 
France, Italy, Japan, The Nether- 
lands and Portugal. Russia was 
not invited to the conference. 


This policy the United States 


reiterated at Cairo (1943), but 
renounced at Teheran (1943) and 
Yalta (1945). Instead, the United 
States facilitated the conquest of 
China by Soviet Russia.

Partition Offers Best Hope In Korea 


There Is a missing link In the 


argument which makes it diffi- 
cult for President Truman and 
Secretary of Defense George C. 
Marshall to explain the Korean 
policy to the people and also. I 
believe, to administer their policy 
with the best hope of success. 


The missing link is a plain and 


concrete statement of the military 
terms on which we are prepared 
to offer and,to accept an armis- 
tice. 


Mr Marshall told th« senators 


last Tuesday that "for the last 
five years our supreme policy has 
been to curb Communist aggres- 
sion and, if possible, to avoid 
another world war in doing so. 
The execution of this policy has 
required extraordinary patience, 
firmness and determination in 
meeting and helping our allies to 
meet challenges in Iran, Greece, 
Turkey, Trieste, Berlin and Indo- 
China, and finally Korea". 


Now if the analogy is correct 


for Korea, then we must look 
carefully at the terms on which 
the challenges in Iran, Greece 
Turkey, Trieste, Berlin were met. 


In each case they were met 


when the status quo ante had 
been restored, when our adver- 
saries recognized the state of af- 
fairs which had been legally ac- 
cepted before they challenged it. 


In Iran, the Soviet troops were 


at last withdrawn in accordance 
with the wartime agreement. In 
Greece, the rebellion against the 
recognized government was sup- 
pressed. In Turkey, certain men- 
acing gestures and threats affect- 
ing the integrity of Turkish ter- 
ritory and of Turkish Indepen- 
dence were discontinued. 


In Trieste, the Yugoslavs stop- 


ped challenging the position of 
the western allies. 
In Berlin, 


the blockade was lifted and west- 
ern access to Berlin by railway 
and highway was restored. 


BY THE analogy, then, our 


terms in Korea would be the res- 
toration of the 38th Parallel as 
the boundary between a Korean 
government with its capital at 
Seoul and a Korean government 
with its capital at Pyongyang, 


Whether an end to the war on 


these terms would be described 


By Walter Lippmann 


as a "defeat" or "stalemate" or § 
"victory" would seem, to depend 
on who is talking. General Mac- 
Arthur apparently, would describe 
such a conclusion as a defeat. 
But General Ridgway, who did 
such 
extraordinary things 
in 


averting what looked like a mili- 
tary defeat, went on record two 
months ago saying that "it would 
be a tremendous victory for the 
United Nations if the war ended 
with our forces in control up to 
the 38th Parallel". 


By the standards of the armis- 


tice Imposed on Japan and Ger- 
many in 1945, what General Ridg- 
way calls a tremendous victory 
would not be a victory at all. But 
If the Berlin airlift was a victory, 
then this also would, be a victory. 


All of this goes to show only 


that there are many ways of de- 
scribing that elusive but glitter- 
ing thing which there is no sub- 
stitute for in war. 


When, however, the word vic- 


tory it used in a serious discus- 
sion by statesman and by military 
commanders engaged in the for- 
mation of policy and of strategy, 
it is not a glamorous and abso- 
lute but a prosaic and relative 
term. Victory then means getting 
the best that can be gotten at 
the price you are able, or are 
willing, to pay. 


The President has not, it seems 


to me, ever made it clear and 
plain that he recognizes and ac- 
cepts the fact that in a limited" 
war—like the Korean—victory or 
success can be no more than 
what General Ridgway defined as 
victory—namely a stalemate at 
the 38th Parallel, an armistice 
which restores what the aggres- 
sion of 1950 challenged, namely 
the partition of fcorea at the 38th 
Parallel. That is the substance 
and the limit of the military vic- 
tory than can be had by a limited 
war. 


Beyond that there can be s. ne- 


gotiated peace in Korea if the 
Russsians and the Chinese wish 
to negotiate one. If they do not, 
then the best that can be had in 
Korea is an armed frontier at 
the parallel.

*That means the partition of 
Korea Partition is an ugly thing. 


But it is a lot less ugly than 


the war which has now destroyed 
the whole of Korea And it is not 
to be compared in ugliness with a 
world war. 


The reason why partition offers 


the best and, I imagine, the only 
method of ending the war is that 
it does recognize and protect the 
vital interests of China, Russia 
and Japan in that part of the 
woild. 


It reflects accurately the mili- 


tary stalemate which cannot be 
broken without a general war. 
It is, therefore, I submit, the logi- 
cal and natural objective of our 
military policy.
